This is au ajjpeul from n conviction for 
oairying ou a public liiuinlry without n 
lioeQHo anil payment of tbo licenHe fee 
under a recent ISylaw. It was not denied 
by tha appellant that tlie„Byluw is authoih. 
izodJ.by .aUe rebent Provincial Act. Vb^- 
' Oftlfri qnestion ii ^whether' that Provinoi'ar 

ieAQti^>:Si^ '^blBU'se '^ ll;'" of tUe Municipal 
Amandmeut Act, , 1885, is constitutional 
within tEo me'iiuing of the British North 
America' Act. Section 10 of the Provincial 
Act extendo the pDwer.s of the corporation 
.80 BB expreaaly to include " Ucousiug and 
regnlating wash-housos and laundries." 
And section 11 referring to Iho exiHliug ex- 
pressed powers of corporations to issue 
ojt^er.UcenscB and collect foes or taxes in 
TeiipabV thereof, expressly ndd.s this, th it 
they may hereafter levy and collect " from 

• every person who keeps • or carries ou a 
public wush-hoHse or laundry such sum as 
\iihBll h^,,lixed by Bylaw, not: exceeding 
i$?5^0Q.for,;6veiy. 6 months " .".Thin ia the 
clause iiilp"ljgned. 

The clause in tbo B. N. A. Act upon 
which alone this Hcctiou of the Pioviiicial 
Act is based, is s. 92: " In I'ach province 
the Legislature may exchisivL-ly malic laws 
in relation to . . . (sub-sec. 'J) shop, 
saloon, tavern, auctioneer and other 
licenses m order to the raising of a revenue 
for pf ovineial, lopal or ruunicipu] purposes." 
'(8i^]|:qe6.-4^'| ^'-Qeneraily nlf matters of a 
■ffleT«ly>locnl' or privato nature in the pro- 
■Vinoe," does not, I think, apply to taxation. 
The only other sub-section which confers 
ou the Provincial Legislature any power 
to tax is sub-Bcctiou '2, which deals with 
direct taxation within the province in order 
"to the raising of a revenue for provincial 
purposes." But neither can this sub- 
Boctioii have any application here. 1st. It 
deals only with direct taiien, and thiti tax- 
ation by means of license 'fees is indirect, 
not direct taxation (Severn's case, I, 2, 
Ji^.O. .C.,.pp..70, 90, 92,11M23,-187.) 2nd. 
It deals only with^Jaxatipn. within, i. e., 
generally thronghQat tlie''. province, r.ud 
those laundry license fees are only to be 
levied within municipalities, and may vary 
in difTerent parts of the iirovtnce. Hrd. It 
onlj' authorizes taxes for provincial revemie, 
nudthe.se license fees are tofall-iutu tbe 
municipal revenue. The consideration of 
aub-seption 2 therefore merely emphasizes 
tiiie proposition (according to tliu Altorney 
OeruraL 'of liutbcc v. the (^ucen Assardiwe 
Company) (6 L. K. 1090,) that all indirect 
taxLUiou for niuiiicipal purposes except 
y^'at \^ authf4ris:ed by sub-seotion 9 is 
illegal. 

The tlrat objection taken by Mr. Uicluuds, 
viz: thst tbe clause is iiiiconstitutional 
merely and broadly because it imposes an 
indirect tax, seems to be too general. Such 
taxation will ba valid enough, it the enact- 
ment comas fairly within the meaning of 
sub-section 9; nor can the next objection 
be fatal, viz: the objection merely and 
broadly that .it is in restraint of trade. 
■WhelhiBr washing be a trade or a mere in- 
dustry will prespully be considered. Un- 
questionably, all taxation on buying and 
(Wiling, all interference with' lubor, may 
iflcj P'oVbapa 'niust to somu extent restrain 
ir»de, "Set some instances of taxation of 
trades, und soma regulation of labor, is uu- 
doubtotily within the power of the Provin- 
cial Legislature. Be.iides, this euactiuent, 
anii . consequent Bylaw, do not absolutely 
r'eairain)^^ i. o., forbid this industry. The 
lanndryman may remove beyond the city 
limits and quite evade tbo tax.-.' 

Setting aaidQiHhlsrefoFei^'th'cse Hiroad objec- 
tions to the tax as too general, the questions 
are two,, vis?; -^ Ist.-^^jQeH' this license come 
within the words ■■ ''shop,-- sivloon. taYern, 
jMptionoei; and' Othey UdtfnijoB?" "Anq, 2nd. 
la' ihe'iax' imppsc'd in order tp rftiBod rauni- 
iipil revenue, or is it in^posod for any other 
purppao? 0, g„ f or regulation or suppression, 
tOtRi or partial, T]ie answer to the llrst 
qaeiU(fnr depends on the force of the. words 
"othef'lio'eiiBesj" whether that means other 
licenses on matters of the same kind as the -1 
enumerated, according to the usual rule of 
oonstruotlon, or whether it means licenses for 
iho. doing or perraittint; any other thiuB- 
l^hatovor. It is said by , a learned text writer 
(BlrP. Maxwell, on Statutes, p. ;!U;i,) tliat 
th^lrille restraining the gonorality of the 
Wortl "other" to matters ejiifdi'in (jitni-rla, of 
the same kind, only applies wliero 'lhe ihintjs 
iiJlnSjly patncd are tliemaclvea fijl f;f the ijiime 
nayujef ten't'tlis.l w'ricr6 (ho"thSng8 nanied are 
cf dlrforent patlircs then the phroso " other 
ihlHgs or ftrtiplcB" will extend to all ubjeota, 
though, quite difTerent froni tha.se named 
(citing for this anionK other oases /('fi v. Paijne, 
3 0. 0, L, B,.27.) There, a Htntnte made it 
penal to convoy to a prisiip.er, in order to 
jiioilltatfl his espnpo, "any masli, diagniae, 
lotf<ir or other artiolo or tiling;" and it waj 
held'th'at a'urowbar' was witliin the .■Vet. Bo 
Ih-'Vouhg v, 'Gratrldgro ' (■! Q. B. L. it. IGG,) a 
Health Act empowered a medical olficor to 



enter and inspect "any slaughtor-houHe, shop, 
building, market or other jdace;" and it was 
held that a butcher's yard wliich containod 
slaughtered cattle was within the Statute, 
liegina v. lOdiiuiiuIaon ('1 p. fc E. 27,) is tii a 
aliiiilar ell'ect. lint tlioso dceisiuna do nut foi 
tluur support apjiareutly re(Hiire the principle 
enunciated by .Maxwell, nor was iuiv such 
principle alluded to In any of them. And 
though his statement deserves groat resiiect 
being cited upprovingly by a very lenriicd 
Judge in Severn's case, yet it was not follow- 
ed by till" other four .lodges in that ease, noi' 
does it appear to be founded on any oilier judi- 
eiiil dictum. Indeed it Is Hubniltteil that such a 
euuatruetion of the doetriiui of fjiifih-rn j/en 
is in sonu' sense suicidal. If tin; two or more 
tilings actually named are identical, us "air 
atiiuisiihere or other gas;" "dngKer, poniard or 
other weapon," tiieii if the word "other" is to 
be conlined to other gasi/s strictly of the siiiiie 
iiatur(3, it does m»t r\tenil the phrase at all. 
-liid if the two things uauied are not identical 
as "oil, vinegar or other lluid," the word 
"other" would e.vtend to all other lluids 
whatever. The doctrine of ejil^ili'in ijeiiiT 
which ban occui)ied many courts and many 
jmlgiuenta, and which, therefore, does really 
I oxist, would run tlio risk of bcingannihllated. 
! .\ more reasonable rule would seem to bo, in 
' look at the obJe'Ot of tlie>iiischlef aimed at by 
the statute or dther''lnbtrament. All matters 
which • jme within that are jylwrfe/ft i;ciii ; is 
so far as the 6tatUte is concerned. Thus in 
Payne's case, n crowbar and a letter and :i 
ma.sk are no donbt extronioly dirt't—"! in 
toxtiiro and weight and-, appoaran - :. .\i> 
painter or cbenilst would ?oall thoni i'y».<i/( /;i 
yi>iwrii>, 'bnt they arc all strictly fjn.-idfin 
r/enerUao far as that they are lustrunicnts 
calculated ,io facilitate, a' prisoner's 0E>cnp<', 
So in Young's case, a butchor'syard is strictly 
.ejusdem gmm-U with Ids shop and his 
slanghtor-nouso, so far as rpgards the mischief 
of- preparing uuwholosomo food. But a 
watohmalier's or a, tallor'.i shop would not be 
fJuMieiii gi-iwrit with a butcher's chop, though 
all are called ^shops; and' riieat' ii: a tailor's 
shop would probably not have boci liable to 
bo Hcized lihtfer the s'tatute'in tliat iiiHtance. 

If there were no matters or occupations 
having any analogy or attribute d'xcept tax- 
ability) common to these 4 named Iiistiinei.is, 
in snb-.seet. 'J, the inference would bo very 
strong that "other lieensea" extended tiievery 
possible matter, lint as was pointed out. by 
Mr. Justice Wilaon In Kegina v. Taylor, tllli A. 
C. (}. B. 183) cited and apjjrovcd in Sovorn v. 
Kegina, there are many analogous luulterH. 
licatanraiit.i a;ul lodging liou.ies bear no dis- 
tant rCKemblanco to taverns; eoll'i/e sliopa to 
sjilocuiM (though these again are utterly distant 
from a teetotaller's point of view) and these 
are coupled together in the Insolvency Act, 
Canada, , 1870, a. 1 ; brokers and commission 
agents to auctioneers, Ac. 

There are two classes of Statutes in which 
worda are always strictly coiistrned in favor 
of-tho party charged, even at the suit of the 
OilfoWn: statutea which creati' ollcnces, and 
sAtuies which impoao taxuti(Ui. The present 
■Municipal .\mendment .■\ct. 1885, i>artakes of 
both natures; and the ordinary rtilo must i 
think be observed, viz., the .Hubjects of the 
"other licenaea" mentioned in anb-scction 1), 
must have at leaatsoinewhat besides t.-ixability 
^froni wliicii quality no act or thhiK is exempt) 
m common with ' shops, taverns, saloons or 
auctioneers." The extreme strictness with 
which tbe word "other" is construed in 
criminal cases is strongly shown in the recent 
case of Ue I'ortugal, au extradition case 
iQ. B. Div,, Deo. 1885, not yet in tho regular 
lleporter.) 

Again, auiiposc some other liceusoa — well 
known elaewlu're— taxes as iii Knghmd on 
man-servants, on hair powder, on armorial 
beariiigb, — would thirso bo aiitlioriscu iiy aulj- 
seetioii 'J'i 1 lliinlt not. Indi ed if no restne- 
tioii whatever he placed on the word "other" 
in that section,— If the Provincial ijcgislaturo 
can insist upon imponint,' licenses u pou every- 
tlilng and upon every act of life, and tax each 
license at any amount they jilease, there 
would bo a very simple way ol excluding 
every Chinaman from tho Province, by im- 
poaing a universal tax, Uiot limited to any 
nationality,) of one or two thousand dollars 
per annum, lor a license to wear long hair on 
the back of the head; or to exclude iiussiaiis 
by a license to wear a heard; or Ji:ws by a 
license to eat unlcak'cned bread. Xo China- 
man will ahavo the back of his head; no true 
moujik will shave his chin. There might be 
a tax or r. licoiiBo to register lamis above a 
certain value; and we nnght have u graduated 
property tax. The (, pinion, tlieroforo, of the 
majority of tho Judges in Severn's case seems 
mere probable. There must I think bo sume 
limitation placed on tho. licensing power by 
the word "other." 

iMr. Yati'S argued that even from that point 
of view these laundries were taxable, for that 
the laundrynien though they weru ei i taiiily not 
keeping shops, were very umiliigous to 
auctioneers. 1 rather think that the auction- 
eers would repudiate this alleged similarity of 
their occupation to tlm.t of a L'liiiieae wiisiiLr- 
niaii. I cannot perceive it. \h auetlouecr 
baa very exte'iisive authority .ind important 
duties; he prepares advi'rtisements and snr- 
veya, disposes prcjperty in lots, advi.-ics as to 
prices, and geiioruliy is the agent of both 
partioj to tho contract of sale. Tliero is 
nothing of all this iii a laundry, ami 1 fei'l 
strongly incliiied to think that laundrlea are 
not taxable under this sub-section at all. 
bearing no anaIot,'y to either "shops, saloons, 
tavui-na or auctioneers." 

But without deciding on this ground, there 
is a still more seribus obstacle against sup- 
porting this clause 11 of the Provincial Act of 
1K83,^ as boiiig within a. 92, sub-section '.). 
Tbo taxation.by way of lioense authorized by 
that sub-section U is to be "in order to tin- 
raising a rovonuc for provincial, local or 
municipal ])urpuaea." Now, licenses may have 
for their object the raising of a revenue, or 
the regulation of a trade or occupation, or 
they may ^be; imposed for the purpose of re- 
pression or snppr'eaaiuii; and \Vhivtover powi-r 
tho Provincial Lc(^ii(^|nf'o ,|njjy possess for 
regulatioii or vcpi'easjom ' taxation for these 
two latter purpose's is. not authorized by thn 
li. .N. A. -■Vet, bi(t oiily .taxation for the pur- 
pose of revoni^l). .Ahd".it ta" roundly alleged 
by the ajipellant that this tax is ini])oHed, not 
w ith the obj(»otOt raising a revenue fm- the 
city, but with ^the object of haraaaing Cliina- 
men, inijpos&f 'to'be tbe only persona carry- 
ing on thia iiid'uktry. 

In considering this, objection, we -must dis- 
tinguish between tho roal objects and the 
actual results of legislation. It is true tin 
real object is very often, 'perhaps in most 
cases, shown by the' result. Bqt i^q Acj \7hich 
lifts bona fl'do only c^i^o otjopti njay indirectly 
work' ii'.il ii'n eatiicly cffljateral.'resujt. .-Vn 
Act intended purely for reveiiqo qr regulation 
may greatly hm-aas smnc particular indivi- 
duals or olaascs of iiulividualsi e. g.,;tho ex- 
cise Acta, But tho haraaaing o'f brewers Is 
not tbo object of tlio exeiao Acts. So on the 
other hand au Act Intended purely for haraaa- 
ing of aumo one or more individuals may in- 
cideutally bring money into the City Treasury. 
That inoidontal result will not validate tho 
statutes if tho real object be unlawful." The 
objection, to apply at all, must depohd bn tlio 
object, dncl.ired or diascinblod, and not merely 
on tbo reanlt or one of the results of 'the prq- 
visioiiB of tho Act. ■ ■ ■ ■ V • 

, If the object of (lie I'.vo.vhiclal Statute be as 
allcgefl h^ iho' appellanti viz., id auliject 
Chiiit\mau' to excoplioinil disadvantages, it js 
clearly nnconBtitutiotial, Tliat point has been 
Ko holt) 1(1 this Court by Jlf, Jnatico Gray, in 
Tai Sing's case (reported app, CI., to tli'o re- 
port of the recent Ohiiiese Coinniiasion, p, 
!i70i) and by Jlr, Juatiee Oveaae, in Wing 
Chang's oaae, (2B, 0, L. II. 150),— both those 
learned Judgea fortifying their opinions by 
numerous deoiaions and arguments of J[udgcH 
In tho United States courts. Tnose dtciaibns 
are not binding on us here; aiid iiidced uro 
partly founded on' the consfitilt^oh of the 
U. B. and Its relation to the "several Bia'.os, 



which in many respects dilTor. from tbo con- 
stitution and tho relations b-?twcen tho Do- 
minion and the Provinces. iJut tho .Judges 
in those foreign courts have had a much 
I longer and more varied oxpericnco on these 
lopica than iniraelves; their institutions are 
closely analogous in many respects, though it 
is true, cuntrastcd in others, to onr own. And 
their opinions and reasonings being also 
f(Hinded <m international law. ane', 1 take the 
liberty of saying, on luitural equity and com- 
mon aiuiso, they have deservedly Kieal weight 
beyond the lliuils of their own jurisdieiion. 1 
shall uidv nienticiii Lie Sing v. Washburn 
(20 Cal. \:t:i<. li.jl); liaker v. I'ortlaiul. (.5 I. aw 
75U); Tibnreio Parrott's casi,' (coram Sawyer v. 
Iloll'man, .1 . .1 . I HSd : and the t,'ueue ordin- 
ance ease, u-oraiu Field v. Sawyer, ,1. J. l.S7;i|; 
(till! two latter cases published in a seiiarate 
pamphlet form), in wliieli tlie opiniima of -Mr. 
Justices Picld, lIolViiKUi. Sawyer iiiul Deady, 
and otlier .Imlges whom they elte. all eoulirm 
this, that a Slate (lu- I'roviiieial) law impo.-.iiig 
special 'lisaliilities or iineqmd burthens on 
Cbinaineii is uiiconstitiitioiial and void. In 
B. U. snob a law if it impose a tax labours 
under llie additional inlirmity that a lie. use 
tax for any other iiurpose, with any other 
object, than merely raisin;; a revi-uue, is be- 
yond the piiwiu- of the I'lovineiiil l.r^'islatiire 
to impose. 

.Mr. Vatrs, for the corporation, urged that 
this statute Is very dilVrreiit from the statutes 
eoinlenined by .^ir. .)ii:^tii:e I'lea.-r, in Will^' 
(,'hoiig's ease, and by .Mr. liray, in Tal Simp's 
eiisi^; tliose statutes werr hy tlu ir titlr and 
pn^aiuljle vxprissly aiiiud at ( 'bin. i nun by 
name; that this distliietion also inuh^ih inap- 
plicable all the I'liiti'd Stales i-iisrs citrd: that 
this eiKK-tniriit is niiitr j^ein r.il, e\ inul in;,' to 
all hiiiiidries witliout r\ei']itii)ii. and iiiiir.t 
not look b,,'yoinl the \\ ol ds of iho eiKO-tnieiit 
to im|iiire what it;, obji ct was: that tle-n- is in 
fact iHie laundry in Victoria mil coudneled by 
Chiiianieii. on which tlu! tax will fall witli 
eipial foieo; so that it is iniiiossible to say that 
(Jliinanien are horoby exclusively seh-ctod for 
ta.^ation; tho circumstance that they aro 
ohielly allbo'ted being a mere coiiieidenco; that 
tho Bylaw only imposes SlUO per annum, 
keeping far within the liinlt of $150 porniitled 
by the statuto; that the tax olonrly is calcu- 
lated to procuring additional muniidiial 
revenue and that no other object is hinted at. 

Now It is true that this statute dors not, 
like those dealt with by Mr. Justioe tiray and 
.■^Ir. Justice Croaso, by t» very title" bind 
illegality upon its forehead ; nor is there here 
any preamble like that in Wing Olion'g's case, 
which Mr. Justice Oroase treats as "without 
I'xample." but which may well deserve the 
stern reproof uttered by Mr. Justice Field, 
upon a somewhat similar enactment in Cali- 
fornia. "It is not creditable to tho humanity 
and cirllizution of our people, mucli leas to 
their Christianity that an ordinance of this 
cbardcter was possible." (Queue ordinance 
case, p. 9.) 

The recent statute has nothing of that sort. 
Hut it is ve ry justly insisted on by every 
Judge, that tho obji.-ct of a Statute is after all 
to he determined by tho elVcot of its operative 
part. The title and preamblo may be very 
objoetioiuiblii, hnt if tho operative sections 
are witliln the power of the Legislature they 
shall stand. Ou tho other hand the preainble 
may breathe the spirit of the purest and most 
universal philanthropy, and tho most sub- 
in i.ssive- legality; but that will not save any 
clauBes which aro otherwise uneonstitntionat. 
.\nd in determining the quality of any clauses 
the same Mr. Justice Field remarks: "When wn 
tako our seats on tho bench, wo are not struck 
with blindness, and forbidden to know m 
judges what wo see as men; and where an or- 
diiinncc, though general in its terms, only 
o]Hu-ates upon a si^ecial race, sect or class, it 
being universally understood that it is to be 
enforced only against that race, sect or class, 
we may justly conclude that'it was the Inten- 
tion of the body adopting it. that it should 
only have such operatwn, and treat It accord- 
ingly." Now eon anyl>ody in the province, on 
or ufl tho Bench, conscientiously say that this 
ordiuanco does not come within tho princijile 
thus enunciated':' I for my part cannot ar- 
rive at any other coiielusion than tlml it is 
especially directed against (,'hiiiiiiiien. In cause 
they are Chinamen and for no other reason, 
to coiiipid them to remove certain industries 
from the city, or thoniaelves from the pro- 
vince, lint the authorities already cited sliow 
that this elVect cunnut be uttaim d ilireclly; 
and what cannot bi; (lone din'ctly will not be 
permitted to bo done by a sidewind (Tibnreio 
I'arrott's case, pp. 1(1, iii; t.'uiiiuiinKs v. .Mis- 
souri, 1 Wall. ;i2,0.) "If .ve huM olb, , wUu" 
said tbe learned Jiid^,'e ill that eai'.e "nn kind 
of ojipressiiui can be named against whieli the 
frames of [ the 1!. X. A. Act] intended tcJ^'llard 
wbieli may not bu elVeeted. " Tie. appellant's 
L-ioiteiitiun that the elauso is nn rely int.^iidi'il 
to hiiiiiper or expel Cldnaniin is inueh 
strengthened by eon^ideriu;; the aminiiit of 
the tax saiictioii"d, which is -JirjO por annum, 
whereas the limit sanctioned by tlm Legisla- 
ture ill tlie ease of any retail sliop, however 
extensive or lucrative its biisim ss, is only $Ii) 
per iiniiiim. In other words this nuiiiaf and 
poorly jiuid oceupasion may be taxeil llfte-en 
times tbs annual aiinuint which the statute 
permits to be imposed on the moat exti^nsive 
grocery "Or dry goods store. It is iiiiiio.isible 
far nie to believe that the s(di- elijeet or tile 
main object, of such an Imposition is to aid 
the reverne of the eorporatimi. 'I'he test is 
whether on the whcde statute the I.ef,dslatiire 
can fairly be held to have said; "I.etus liii- 
piese a tax in cu^der to raise a revenue', tlion^h 
perhajis it may fall on Chinamen," or "let us 
imiiose^ this tax in urdi'r to fall on (Jliinanieii, 
though [je-rliajis It will reise no revenue." 
When we find 1st. .\o otlier d( scrip,! ion ,,f 
labor taxed at all. 'Jnd. This closm^iption of 
labor practically unite abaudoneil to C'liina- 
meii alone. ;iril. 'I'liis description ot labour 
taxed at llfteeii times the rate- |ieniiitt<^il to be 
levied on any retail shop. ■1th. Tluu a |n-e- 
liiniuary Provincial .■\et has declared Chiiia- 
lUe'U incapable of tlie fiaiiehise. wlilrli ihuy 
formerly exercisi'd, ! eaiiiint doubt hut that 
tbe ta\ is directed ;i;;ninsl Cliinaiueii, as such. 
Hut the eiKu inously di>prop(n'tioiieil rate of 
taxation has another eonseciueiir.^. It shows 
that revenue was not the sole oljjeot of the 
tax; pcrbapa not the object at all. It the pro- 
moters of this clause bad been really easting 
about for auditional revenue, tin y nuist have 
aeon that shops arc a great dearmiu'e iiniuer- 
ous than laundries, ani^ generally more re- 
munerative. It fequir'ea vtv.V littfe- linauclal 
ability to perceive tbut i< small addition of 
or SIO on lilio.jvi vvuuld enrich the city far 
move thmi S150 per annum on every laiiiidry, 
even if this last amount could bo' collected. 
But hero the magnitude of tho tax would 
entinly defeat the nrofcHscd object and 
strongly support tho view that the concealed 
objeut was tho true one. The.ocoupation of a 
washerman is very poorly paid; probably at a, 
lower rate than any other trade or occupation, 
since in former years men of all nationalities 
busied theniaelves with this, which they have 
now wholly abandoned, presumably for ni,fi,i-c 
lucrative employments; whereaa the uuiiil\ei'^ 
of sliops, etc., has very muvh incren,scd. It 
must have been upparent on tlie cammoneat 
reflcetion:that tiiis, the mcvst poorly paid ocon- 
patiqu, 'cahTiqt ' ondqve fifie(;n times the lux- 
ation ' ^tqn(we4 ok the most Inorative; ihat 
aueli a, tax - A\(XXiif\ probably extingniah 



and reasonable amount, aay $.) or SIO per 
uniiniii, it w<mld probably bo equally a 
nullity. Even a reasonable and nsoful '.By la)V 
eaiiiiut stand, if aiitliorlKCd ' ouly'-by 'aUiUn- 
eoiistitilti.piial Statute. 

The eeiH l al eoiieliisiiuis arrived at are these:

Liquor selling ia priihibit- 
ed. Tho town bears a desolate appearance, 
the only sign of life being tho aentiiiols iis 
they patrol ths alrcot.s. A soldier, who 
by some means had got hold of a bottle 
of whisky, bocunio into-xiL-ated, and enter- 
ing a Chineae shop beat tho inmates and 
snniahed thinijs generally. Ho was arrest- 
ed. Amninnd Ammunda, who has been 
pruininsntly iduiitinud witli tiie agiLiition 
from its cDunnenctimont, is roponting for 
hia open violation of tho la\v,aiidyosterduy 
sought the provost marshal and coiifesaed 
hia guilt and asked forgiveiioss. Oeorge 
Venable Smith, thelesderof tlio ugilators, 
was arrested on Saturday iifterndim ami is 
now in gaol.

THE iV. W. HHRIEVALTY. 

In the course of n homily on "Political 
Honesty" on Saturday hwt, our juvenile 
evening contemporary, after indulging in a 
number of equally wild and grouudlt.ss 
thrasts at sundry individuals, perpetriitod 
the following atrocity: "The corrupt bar- 
gain of the New Westminster ahrievally was 
one of the most scandalous pieces of politi- 
cal knavery ever perpetrated in any coun- 
try." That is strong language — an strong 
as our vernacular admits of. Let iia see 
how far it is justified by facts. Mr. W. J. 
Armstrong had failed in politics, having, in 
an unfortunate moment of weakness, con- 
sented to link his destinies with the, "sicka 
party," During 188-1 he learued that a 
change in the shrievalty of New Wsatmin- 
Bter was ir.-sponding, and he made applica- 
tion for the position and was appointed.

Mr. Armstrong was a auitablo man for the 
position — by no means a lucrative onu — 
and he applied for and obtaitiud it. And 
why should he not ( One of the eariy 
pioneers, who had for nearly a quarter of 
a century taken a prominent and credit- 
able part in Ihu public affairs, and in 
every respect well qualified for the posi- 
tion, why should his application 
ha\;B been rejected} Beoauau of his 
blunder in allying himself with a 
dying political party ? Possibly that 
would constitute sufficient pround in the 
eyes of our contemporary; but the present 
government have proved themselves to be 
just, if not magnaniinoua, — and thus it 
came to paas that Mr. Armstrong was ap- 
pointed sheriQ", and it is aatiifactory to 
know tiiat the appointment met with very 
general approval in tho community beat 
able and most entitled to express an 
opinion, Looking at tho subject in tho 
light of the foregoing* facts, it will be seen 
that when our unscrupulous contempor- 
ary exhausts his vocabulary of abuse in 
denunciation of any person or thing it 
must not be accepted as evidence that 
there is anything really wrong in the ob- 
ject of attack, iilore often .it would be 
safe to assume the very opposite.

The telegrams also 
assert the threatened action will not only 
be disastrous to tho Chinese labor classes, 
but ruiiioua to the Cliineae merchants of 
San Francisco. It ia undoratood tho rep- 
reseiuationa made by the Chinese minis- 
ter havo a double purpoae in view — first 
to invoke protection of the federal gov- 
ernment; secondly, to lay foundation for 
a claim of money indemnity similar to 
claims which have been advanced by tho 
United States in a large number of cases 
and paid by China as indemity for injur- 
ies auatained iii that empire.

Rubort E. Sproule, plaintiff, in error 
against the Queen — Tho court, consisting 
uf tho Chief Justice and Juatioes Gray and 
Wulkera,.aabBt 12 o'ebok uooq, when the 
alionil', in obedience to a writ of habaaa 
corpus issued by tho chief justice pro- 
duced the priaoiior, who, it will bo remem- 
bered, waa convicted on tho 9th December 
last of the murder of Thoiuaa Hainniill 
and subaequautly aontenced to death. The 
prisoner, was now brought before th 
court to assign, errors upon tho return 
Co the writ which had boon issued in hia 
case, 

Mr, Theodore Davie said that it waa 
his intention on behalf of the prisoner to 
allege a diminution of the record, but as 
thu prisoner desired tho advantage of the 
full luiiuber of judges compoaing tho 
oourt, ho apphtd for a postponement. 

The attortioy-goneral offered uo objec- 
tion to the po-stpunel^junt, and the mem- 
bers of tlio court e;(preaBed themselves in 
favor of the applioHtion. 

Mr. Justice Gray referred to tho tinwar- 
rautablo attack which ho observed had boon 
made nyniust the prisoner since his convic- 
tion, which could not ha too highly con- 
demned; and tho publications which he Lad 
observed in tho i>riBonor'8 favor, iiarlicu- 
larly the ailidavit of (Jhiirles Howea, were 
fu.-iircely l<:ss improper. They were wrong 
mid should '^<) stopped altogether. 

The c'biei justice agreed with .Mr. .fustico 
Gray, ami said that in any well regulated 
place the jiublisbera of the iiewspapers 
w ould fnul tbi'rnselves in gaol within twelve 
houra. Thu ufUdavit of Howes waa an 
nndnoious but stupid attempt to create ay m' 
pntby, not containing one word which was 
relevant to the case. 

Mr. Theo. Davie said that he must accept 
responsibility for the publication of HoweH' 
nflidavit, which had been published, not 
with the view of iiillueueingany case before 
the court — that, of course, waa out of the 
question — but to counteract the efl'ect upon 
tho pnhlie mind of the unfair attacks w hich 
had beoti uiade, and which had bad the 
ell'eet of ileteniiig many persons from sign- 
ing a petition which had been circulated in 
the prisoner's favor. 

The chief juatico remarked upon tho 
inability of such a petition and instanced 
the case of one "liilly Williams," tho 
terror of j\losquiio creek, who being pro- 
Beiited as a public inuisance his wife had 
obtained Bignalurea to a porfeotly useless 
petition in his favor by taking up hor 
quarters in every alure until the pro- 
prietor hacL appended his name to the 
ddcuinont. 

Mr. .lust ice VValkein concurred in a 
great many of the remarks passed by the 
chief justice and said, that whilst the 
prinoner'a life wa» in the batanoB auott 
attacks as had been made were highly 
reprehensible — and so also to some 
extent was what had been written 
ill the man'a favor. Tho priaoiier'.i 
case WHS now under the consideration ( f 
thu e.tecutivo at Ottawa, and any preju- 
dicial comments were out of place. Tho 
method of signing petitions was of courao 
well known, and it frecjuontly happened 
that out of mere syinprlhj' or supposed 
Uindnesa, tiio uiime of h prominent resi- 
dent A'aa attached without due thought or 
conayieratioQ This detracted fromthereal 
vnlueof the signature whenappendediiiale- 
eitiniato cauau, and when the petition went 
t(> (Jttnwa it would be treated accordingly. 

Mr. Theodore Davie asked that ll.c „i;.o 
might be poatponod until Friday next.

SoUBNOS, Feb. 14, — Two men, William 
Cring'and James Miller, were found dead 
in Miller's house near Maple Bay this 
morning by a neighboring farmer. Both 
were sitting at supper and appear to have 
been shot at from the tho duor and killed 
instantly. An inquest will bo held to- 
morrow. 

CuEJiAiN'OS, Feb. 15. — Dr. Walkem, 
just returning tu Nanaimo from the scone 
of the murder whi'iier ho he had been 
summoned to niiko a nost-tnorlem, 
describes the murder as a mnat 
diabolical one, and believes that Mtller 
»nd Drin)^ were taking supper on Satur- 
day night when one or two aiwaahea, ac- 
companied by a klootohman, made their 
way from the beach oppi-site MiUor'e 
house and shot Dring through the akiill. 
Then they shot Miller, first in tho belly 
with a charge of swan shot and afterward* 
through the cheat with a round bullet 
such as are used iu smooth bore guna. 
Dnng not being dead they cut his throat 
hick to the very spine, after which i 
they served Miller in the anine way. The | 
murderer or murderera then made their | 
escape to tho beach taking with thoin an ! 
eight day clock and likely a sack or two of 
fluuc. The whole att'air ia yet enveloped 
in mysterf. The unly clue being the 
tracks of tbe si wash and klootchinan to 
the beach again. Dring wai found sitting 
in a chair in_an easy position with hia 
head resting on his lett breast and AliHor 
WB8 lying on his back beside the fire place . 
The whole of Ouwiohan is in a great state 
of excitement. 

SoMENOs, Feb. 15 — Ileault of inquest 
not knowu. Dring was atill aitting iu his 
chair shot through, the head and hia 
throat cut. Miller was shot through the 
>body both with shut and bullet and also 
latabbed throUKh the heart. No clue has 
jrat been found to the murderer. 

Wm. Dring and Jas. Miller wore two of 
■the oldest settlers in Cowichan district, 
having been in the district for nearly 
twenty-five years. Tha former was a 
native of the north of Ireliiiid, and well 
connected. RliUer was a ScDtclinian, and 
came to this country from California and 
■Wfis about TOyears i>f uge. 

Both men wore highly respected 
throughout the district aijd were highly 
■Qcceatful as farmers. Their ranches 
adjoined each ether. 

The theory that the murder was com 
mitted by northern Indians seeina tho 
moat likely, as there is scnrcely any possi- 
bility that tho deed was done by anyone 
reaiding in thudi.strict.

Why 
was the expenditure under a few head.i 
asked for / It should not be and he would 
move to amend the motion so as to include 
all [hear, hear]. The leader of the oppo- 
sition was a member uf the public ac- 
counts committee and had access to the 
treasury books, and waa from day to da^' 
doing his host to forrot out some hoped 
for trivial inistakn uf entry in tho books. 
He (.Mr. Beaven) knew by this time that 
everything there was in order and hiapor- 
sistance in asking for details of expendi- 
ture before considering the eatiniatos was 
from a desire to have them refuaed in 
order to make p>ditical capital out of that 
refusal. Mr. ilenveii lived in Victoria 
and had nothing else to do than att'end to 
this kind of wi.rk, but theie Wtre membera 
from a distance who wanted the eatiniales 
passed in the inli-reat uf their diotricta 
who did not wiah to wait two or three 
months to get them [hear, hear]. Ho 
moved that all the worda after depart- 
ment on the second line to should on the 
Lvst line be ti.ruck tut, and that the woirds 
"before tho estimates are submitted for 
1880-1887" be alsn struck out. 

iVlr. Grant in dealiiu; with the public ac- 
counts asserted that llie government had 
run bi'hind to the extent of .^200, 000 
within the last six montha. When ane.x- 
traordirmry expenditure had been made 
an extraordinarily detailed account waa 
required. He did not accuse the govern- 
ment of anything wroni;, for he knew 
that extensive pul)lic iinprovementa had 
been carried out, but it waa nevoriholesa 
the duty of the government to take the 
peoole into their confidence and publiah 
the roturna aaked fur. Aa tu the extra 
clerical work iiivulvod, lie might say that 
his aasisiancu waa at their eervice. 

Mr. Diiniiiiuir could ai:o no particular 
need for such a return. It was somewhat 
remarkable that the anxiety of the oppo- 
sition in regard to the public accounts 
was confined to that house, it being a well 
known fact that at the [uil)lic meeting tho 
other night not one of tho six put in an 
appearance. Their calling for those re- 
turns was merely to ubatruct a gover(i- 
ment of whi-m they were joaloua. ' But 
they exposed thomaelves by being too jeal- 
ous, for he never saw a jealous man yet 
who waa a thoroughly honuat man. 
[Laughter.] They accused the govurumont 
of diahonoaly, but whether it waa beeiuao 
of the near approach of tho general elec- 
tion he could not say, but he thought so 
[laui;htor], and ho thought all there knew 
it. [llenowed laughter. ] Perhaps tho bet- 
tor way wiiuld have huoii to liavo voted 
down the resolution rather than to h.ivo 
amended it, because it was uncalled for 
and showed a very am dl mind fur a inoiii- 
bor to call for details of wages and the 
names of men employed on public works. 
He would vote for the amendment. 

Mr. I'ooli^y aaid when he first read the 
reaolutioii hu felt sure that tho motive 
waa simply to apread abroad tho idea that 
the government had something to con- 
ceal. The member for Cassiar had 
accused tho government of abusing their 
position to suppreaa the roturna called for 
until after the cluae uf the aeaaion. Tho 
return waa being g<il out as faat as pos- 
sible, and the leader of tho opposition 
and the member for Caaaiar knew better, 
perhapa, than any others that t|ie govern- 
ment had nothing lo conceal. These two 
gentlemen had niado a groat ory about 
monibora being tlie stewards of the pub- 
lic. Who ani'ing them had forgotten tho 
fact? For hia part ho (the speaker) waa 
i'oa[)onsib1e to I ia constituents and not to 
the leader of the opposition. As a mem- 
bur of the finance oommitlee he could 
say the eiKpiiries had been conducted 
very fully and very satisfactorily, and tho 
two goiilloinen ho had alluded tu knew, 
he would say again, that tho government 
hod nothing to conceal. [Hear, hear ] 

Mr. Orr in speaking of the public ex- 
penditure aaid that nune of the di^dock 
refund promi-sed to have been, ba({-been 
expended on tho iiiaiiiland. |' * 

Mr. 1'. Davie favored tho words in tho 
amendment "aa soon as practicable," he 
omitted, because it was their inten- 
tion to submit a detailed statement up to 
date before ih6 house closed, and would 
.only serve to give tho opposition a chance 
todmpreas tho public that the govern- 
ment was trying to avoid the necoaaity of 
complying with tho resolution. 

Mr. Galbraith referred to tho ()uestion 
of bringing down the accounts and depre- 
cated the seeminri want of willingneaa on 
the part of tho government to do ao, < 



than was pcaailjle. It wa.s perfectly true 
that the ex|ion'>os of the admini.siralion 
uf justice had b'en very large. He was 
very aorry that this was a<i, but thu hon. 
leader of ihe ('ppii.iiti..n wuidd not dare 
to at.'itu tint the Ljovurnineiit wore lu 
blame fur this. The c.iu.«e uf that large 
expenditure v.as well known. 'I'lu! h iii. 
member for Vieturia eily had stated u 
literal fact at the public meeting in refer- 
ence to thia matter, but nut as the hon. 
leader of the "ppuotion had stated. The 
leader of tho uppuaitiun knew that it waa 
not aimply a iiuestion of empluying extra 
clerka in the treaaury; if that were all, by 
multiplying the haiida, the time for 
getting out the return might be reduced 
almost indefinitely. That is, if putting 
on half a do-/,en, a dozen, or ovoii a score 
of extr.i clerka, would proportionately ex- 
pedite mattera it would be nierely a '|Ue3 
lion of expenae which Lho house might 
well be left to deal with; but a hundred 
extra clerks would not expedite matters, 
as all the accounts were in- one volume, 
and only two pages could be copied at 
once, and one man to each page waa all 
that could do anything. | Hear, hear ] 
lie learned frnm what had dropped from 
membera of tho public accounts com- 
mittee that they were asking for detailed 
statements of certain expenditures. This 
waa adding to the work of tho treaaury 
clerks, and while the government had 
offered no iihjecliona lu such returns 
being made by the clerks it w.aa contrary 
to practice and it was a (lueslioii whether, 
in viow of tho returns .so urgently pressed 
for in the house in such haste, the com-r 
mitlee should be allowed to tas the time 
of tho clerks on tho one hand so much 
that they could not on ihe other attend 
as they ought to the returns asked for by 
the house. [Hoar, hear.] 

Mr. Davie said that ha huped it wuuld 
not be mistaken what he had said. Ue 
iiad never staled at the public meeting 
that the adniiniatraticin of justice had ex- 
ceeded tho estimate 75 ''or cent. What 
he did any was that the co.st of adminis- 
tration of justice would likely exceed 
that of previous years 75 per cent. 

Mr. Holgeaen also referred to the ad- 
visability of having a detailed statement 
uf tho counlry 'a expenditure. 

Mr. Grant aaid that hon. gentlemen 
opijoiiite had stated before that the ac- 
connta could not be brought down. 

Hon. jMr Robson — As far as I am con- 
cerned no such statement was ever made. 

Mr. Grant — Well, I am glad to bo put 
right. 1 thought it otherwise. If two 
clerks only could get at the books, 
why could nut the accounts be submitted 
to two sets of clerks and work at night. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — They are doing that 
now. 

The dr'bate was adjourned until 
Wednesday.

Mr. Beaven aaid it was now in order to 
move a resolution an.d settle the matter. 

The standing orders wore auapended to 
admit of Mr Pooley moving that report- 
ers be admitted to the special sittings of 
the lands committee. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said it was deviating 
from an estaWiehed rule. 1'. waa a prac- 
tice not allowed iii Englantl, and fiir good 
reasoiia. Parti/.aii nowspapera would pub- 
lish a one sided report of the pruceed- 
iogs. He contended that the reports 
shdiild be first submitied to tho h'ouBe,and 
then to tho public If reports were literal 
ly reported there would not be much ob- 
jection, but thia would not he done, for 
iiewapapora would pick out certain evi- 
dence and thus preeeiit a one sided report 
to lh« public.

.Mr. T. Ditvie said that he hoped garbled 
rc[)orls would not be published, aud ho 
thought if roportors were admitted their 
reports should be submittod to the cummit- 
teu for approval, 

.Mr. Speak'jr said that (ui the dtjck t.'om- 
mittee the rei)orterH took thu ipu-stion:; aud 
ansifers reijorted by Hie serrolary as given, 
ami they svere allowed to imblisii them on 
oondiliou that it was correctly done. 

Jlr. Drake aaid condonsotl reports could 
bo made aud submitted to the chairman of 
the committee fpr approval. 

Mr. Beaven said that the last suggestion 
was impracticable. ,He htid always found 
that tho reporters had iu every ease givtm a 
very fair report, and considering the facili- 
ties tliey had (or taking down reports those 
given were very impartial in all papers. 
'Hie publication of the reports from day to 
day would bo of great advantage to the pub- 
lic and' to t.bo momliers of the house. The 
course suggestt^d by the speaker was a fair 
one and should be agreed to. 

Mr. Orr thought the udmissiou of report- 
ers would be of advantage, and if it was 
productive of as much good as the odmiK- 
siou of reporters in the case of that white 
white elephant the drydock, he would very 
much endorse it. 

Mr. rielgesen was referring to the white 
elephant ill Now Weatmiusrer diatriot when 
he was called to order. 

.Mr. Si-iulin said ho had no fi-ar that the 
reporters would give other than fair ri'purls.

.Mr. T. Davie thought that if the report 
iiiado by the seerotary of tho cquiiuittee was 
givi ii to the newspapers it would answer 
every [jurpose.

Mr. McLe^se thought the talk on the 
matter was of too great length. Murn- 
bera seemed to express theinsolvea on 
every question jaat to hear themaelvoa 
speak. Let the reporters in and the facta 
regarding tho lands question come before 
the country. 

Mr. Dunamuir thought after all that 
had been aaid about the reporteia they 
would never ahow their facea in tho com- 
mittoo room. . 

Tho motion adjourning the debate waa 
put and carried on a division of 1'2 to 8. 

House adjourned until 2 p.m. Tuesday.

Behlin, Fob. 12. — Germany is medi- 
ating successfully between Eufiiiift and 
Bulgaria for the purpose of inducing 
the former power to accept the Turco 
Bulgarian agreement. 

Lo^jHiN, jFeb.,,13, — A. disptitch from 
Viaiiria ib'th'e iimes^'says: OfDcial in- 
formation has reached hero from Bel- 
grade to the effect that King Milan has 
resolved to sign the treaty of peace 
vith Bulgaria, no matter what action 
the Greek Government may decide to 
take. 

Berlin, Teb, 13.— The question of 
whether ihe lleicLstag will pass the 
bill prolonging the operation of the 
Anti-Sociulisr. law for live years, wliich 
was adopted by the Bundesratb, is oi\f. 
of the main topics under discussion 
hero. The. preamble, to the bill recites 
that if ' the law has not prevented soniu 
attempts at outrage, it has nevertba- 
less ameliorated the situation since 
1878, when the measure went into 
force. The attitude of the parties of 
the Reichstag toward the bill is uncer- 
tain. The niombera of the Center aru 
opposed to the measure on principlp, 
and if they remain undivided, the re- 
jeotion ot* moditication of the bill is cer- 
tain. It is estimated that if necessary 
thirty Clericals will vote with a coali- 
tion ' of Conservatives and National 
Liberals to enable the bill to pass. 

At a dinner given to him by the con- 
servative members of the Reiobstag re- 
cently the Chancellor spoke freely of 
the expected rejection of the spirit 
monopoly bill. He said he intended to 
introduce an alternaiive measure im- 
posing a large duiy on the sale of 
spirits. 

On ft proposal in the Lai d ag to aiif - 
ment the gea d'armerie m Eastern 
Prussia, the debate on the subject of 
the expulsion of Poles was renewed. 
Herr Windtho'-st, the Clerical leader, 
demanded that the government give 
the exact statistics regarding the per- 
sons expelled, showing their religion, 
etc. Herr Von Puttkamer, Minister of 
the Interior, refused to give the desir- 
ed information, limiting his reply to 
the statement that the authorities had 
given the expelled Poles ample time in 
which to arrang<! their atlairs. 

New8pa[)ers whicli are known to ba 
government organs^ give |)romineuce to 
the BtatemeBfc of the judge who sen- 
■tenced Captain Surouw, who was found 
^ ;guiUy of having furnished information 
'(jonceming German fortifications and 
armaments to the French authorities, 
that a bureau exists in the French min 
istrj of war whose duty it ia to discov- 
er Germfin luilitary secrets and, that 
this bureau employed Sarouw, paying 
him/eOO francs monthly for betraying 
plana of fortresses, mobilizHtion, etc. 

The newspapers of Oracow, Russian 
Poland, are urging the nKircbants of 
that city to break off their relatiens 
with German luisiness houses. A med- 
ical society at Cracow has decided to 
boycott Qermau ruodiciues and nlodical 
instruments. 

All of the Galiolah miners who were 
employed in the pits of Silesia have 
beeit expelled. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Utica, N. Y., Feb. 12.--E.'c Gov. 
Seymour died at 10 o'clock to night at 
the residence of his sister, jMrs. Roscce 
Coukling. He began to fail perceptibly 
at i o'clock this afternoon. Shortly 
afterward he rallied a little, but soon 
relapsed into total unconsciousness.

Tlie Great DiJkc Scandal. 



-/The^I^oiidon" Blots. 
Farnell and Ills ISerry ITIcn. 

London, Feb. 13. — Sir Micbiiel Itioks- 
Boach has witlulrawn the- iiroiKi.snls for 
ameiiilments to the rules of proeciUuo in 
the housQ of commous which his party iu-< 
troduced ns the first business of thu session. 

AlthouHh Sir Chiirles DilUa escuijed under 
the technienl ploii that Mrs. Crawford's un- 
sworn coufesaion wiia iusnlVicient evidcuco, 
the whole tenor of the triiil has produced a 
profound and universal couvictiou of 
bilke's guilt. Justice Uutts, in summing 
up, desotibed respondent's statements as 
clear and distinct, and said they compelled 
him to conclude that the adultery charged 
WHS notually committed. If the woman 
had been put in the witness box, and had 
given the same testimony, there would have 
been evideuco against Dilko. Dilke's posi- 
tion was further dam.iged by his refraiuiug 
from giving testimony. The attornuy-gun- 
eral's defense — "Were we to \)\\\. Dilke on 
the witness box, his ero.-is-cxaniiimtiou would 
bo on indiscretions in life from wliich no 
man is free" — was taken us ii frank admis- 
sion that Dilke was unable to give an ex- 
planation. That part of Mrs. Crawford's 
coufessioQ desoribtDg the depth of debauch- 
ery bctwebn Dilke and her, is unfit for pub- 
lioation. The trial has caused a painful 
impres.sion throughout the country in re- 
gard to the state of society niomls. 

The Pall ilnll Gazetle tUnounces the 
Daily News luul Telegraph for their attempt 
to whitewash Sir ChiivU-s Dilko altin- the 
scnudiils reveiUed iigiiiust liim in thu Craw- 
ford divorce suit. The Lia/ette siiys that 
Sir Charles evaded denying on oalli the ap- 
palUng charge made against him, and de- 
clares that in view of this am! the court's 
conduct in ignoring these chaises, '"we 
must revise the axiom that the law is uo 
respecter of jicrsons." "Sir Charles 
Dilko's friends," contiiuieH Iht; Gazette, 
"expected better things of him, anil his 
foes could have wished for notliiiig worse.' 

The St. James Cnzi-tle, connni'Mting on 
the same topio, says that the juilgo's decis- 
ion in the case amounted to a declaration 
that the .stories told against Sir Charles by 
Mrs. Crawford were true. 

The better classes of London have been 
thoroughly aroused to the real needs of tho 
unemployed. Of the £20,000 already sub- 
scribed during the past three daysf or their re- 
lief, nearly all have been contributed by the 
metropolitan merehants luul bankerK. The 
general public has scarcely given anything 
to the Mansion House fund as yet.

He ridiculed .Mr. Chihlers as 
home secretary, and deuouticed that gen- 
tleman for having assumed the presidency 
of the committee appointed to inijuire into 
the cause of the recent outbreak, alleging 
that the.objeot of the home sficietary input- 
ting himseU at the head of tho committcu 
was to take care that the blame of the riots 
was not to lay at tho door of tho homo of- 
fice. Lord Randolph said ho believed Mr. 
GIntlstone's parliai'""U :ary trickery would 
disgust and al":.n the country. Mr. Glad- 
Btone and Mr. Paniell had i^onibiiieil their 
forces to overthrow the conservative minis- 
try. Herbert Gladstone, hn declared, was 
the willing tool of .Mr. Parnell. The speak- 
er said that if tho conservatives returned to 
power their govermneut would be the only 
one iu Ireland. Mr. John Morley's ignor- 
ance regarding Ireland was only equalled 
by his arrogance. Lord Randolph hoped 
that M!r. Morley would have a short career 
as Irish secretary, and announced that he 
intended to vii-it Belfast to e.\ehango views 
on the Irish question with the leading men 
of that city. 

Tho committeQ of ini|uiry ajipoiiited by 
Mr. Childers, consists of Lord Wolsidey, 
Lord Edward Cavendiih. Sir Henry Hol- 
land and Mr. Charles llitchie, with Mr. 
Childers as chairman. Besides tha chair- 
man, Lord Edward Cavendish is' tho only 
liberal on the committee. The first meet- 
ing of the committee will be hold on Mon- 
day next. 

llyudman, Burns and Chaiiinion, the so- 
cialist leaders, were served with asuiiuiioiis 
to-night charging them with inciting riot, 
contempt of law, etc. They all expressed 
themselves as being delighted at this action 
of the authorities. Burns said he would 
utilize in his defense some of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's socialistic speeches.
